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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant submits that the cited art does 
not teach or suggest the step of molding sidewalls onto a substrate. Applicant is advised to review the primary reference, '236, where 
there are several methods of forming a substrate are discussed. For instance, Miyawaki discusses that the hollow package, or cavity, can 
be formed by using conventional molding method, and this method is well known and commonly used. For example, fig. 2C shows a few 
substrates that have sidewalls molded onto, so a better sealing may be established . 
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
